Shocked Congress regroups and rejects bid to foil Biden’s win

WASHINGTON - A violent 
mob loyal to President Don- 
ald Trump stormed the U.S. 
Capitol on Wednesday and 
forced lawmakers into hiding, 
in a stunning attempt to over- 
turn America’s presidential 
election, undercut the nation’s 
democracy and keep Demo- 
crat Joe Biden from replacing 
Trump in the White House. 

Four people died in the vio- 
lent occupation of the Capitol. 


Washington, D.C., Police 
Chief Robert Contee said the 
dead on Wednesday included 
a woman who was shot by the 
U.S. Capitol Police, as well as 
three others who died in “med- 
ical emergencies.” 

Police said both law enforce- 
ment and Trump supporters 
deployed chemicalirritants dur- 
ing the hourslong occupation 
of the Capitol building before 
it was cleared Wednesday eve- 
ning by law enforcement.

WASHINGTON - So this is 
how it ends. The presidency 
of Donald Trump, rooted from 
the beginning in anger, division 
and conspiracy-mongering, 
comes to a close with a violent 
mob storming the Capitol at the 
instigation of a defeated leader 
trying to hang onto power as 
if America were just another 
authoritarian nation. 

The scenes in Washington 
would have once been unimag- 
inable: A rampage through the
